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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 and 112 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 2 provides for the use of 4-methyldec-4-en-3-ol, but, since the claim does 
not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition 
of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chabardes (US 4105697). 

Regarding claims 1-4, Chabardes disclose a compound of the formula (Formula 
II: See column 2 and claim 1): 




which shows 4-Methyldec-4-en-3-ol when Ri=H, R 2 =C 5 Hii, R 3 =methyl, R 4 =H and 
R 5 =ethyl. Chabardes also disclose that this formula could be of 4-Methyldec-1-en-3-ol, 
which only have slight difference in the position of double bond. The compound is a 
starting material in making perfumery and sent compositions and as flavoring materials 
(column 8, lines 53-55: The compound of above must have had the similar sent 
characteristics since the product made from the compound is just an aldehyde 
analogue). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

8. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chabardes (US 4105697) in view of Kaiser et al. (US 4585662). 

Regarding claims 2-4, Chabardes discloses all of the limitations as set forth 

above. 

Chabardes may not explicitly disclose that the compound can used in fragrance. 
Chabardes shows that the compound is a starting material in making perfumery and 
sent compositions and as flavoring materials (column 8, lines 53-55), which is an 
aldehyde analogue of said compound. 

Kaiser et al. disclose several acyclic alcohol compounds that are useful in 
fragrance (abstract) and also disclose that 4-methyl-3-decen-5-ol has fruity and very 
natural odor notes (column 2, line 8). The compounds of Chabardes and Kaiser et al. 
are isomers, which even share very similar backbone structure. The compound of 
Chabardes must have had the similar odor characteristics. 

Thus it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to use the compound of Chabardes in fragrance. The claim would have 
been obvious because "a person of ordinary skill has good reason to pursue the known 
options within his or her technical grasp. If this leads to the anticipated success, it is 
likely the product not of innovation but of ordinary skill and common sense." The claim 
also would have been obvious because the substitution of one known element for 
another would have yielded predictable results to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention. 
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Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

US 2007/0014822, US 2005/0037037, US 6180121, and US 6126953 disclose 4- 
methyl-3-decen-5-ol for use in fragrances ([0034]; [0040]; column 5, line 5; column 5-6, 
respectively). 

US 4948781 disclose a method of making 4-methyl-3-decen-5-ol from 2-methyl 
2-pentenal in a Grignard reaction (Example 1). 

US 3928402 disclose 3-methyl-decen-4-ol (Table, column 5-8).
